RESOLUTION 

No. R-43011/2/82-LW —For sometime past the Ministry 
of Labour has been receiving representations from the building 
and Construction Industry about the difficulties being faced by 
them in complying with the provisions of Employees’ Provident 
Fund and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 and the three
